Imaginntion Is Funny, But—

In this vale of tears, 2ud incidental laugh-
ter, imagination plays a stellar role. The
poet lives upon imagination, and without
it the most prosaie of us would be dull in-
deesl. It is also u jact that in our pleasure
as in our pain fancy counts for mueh, The
preacher insists, with verity no doubt, that
the pleasant side ot sin is Jargely if not
wholly imaginarv—and it is upon this text,
thouzh nobody would eall it a sermon, that
the play ealled “Tmagination,” produced at
the Alvin Theater last nighs, is built. It is
the work of the prolific Sydney Rosenfeld,
and like all his plays, contains a fair
nmount of superficial brilliancy, of which
witty lines contribute the most im-
portant factor. Like Mr. Rosenfeld’s other
plays, both adaptations and original works,
it is not carried evenly to a conclusion, the
lest act being the weakest of the three, But
its object is plainly and persistently
langhter ana nobody can deny that “Imagi-
nation™ 15 so far entirely sufficient and
sutistactory. The audience langhed very
heartily last night, even if thev did not al-
together like the suggestiveness of much
that made them laugh. Asto this sngges-
tiveness the author doubtiess will sav that
it depends upon the imagination of the
spectator, that if the mind of that spectator
is pure his imaginings will be pure. All
the same it does requiré a fearfol amount of
experience in the ways of the ungodly to
perceive the nanghtiness of the old man’s
thoughts when as he believes he is visiting
& gilded hsunt of vies. There are people
who will not be shocked by anything they
* wee or liear in ““Imagination,” but sad as
the reflection upon the general morality ot
mankind mav be, it is to be fesred that the
mujority will thoronghly uunderstsnd and
appreeiate the risky drift of the plot.

MIRACULOUS ESCAPE OF PASSENGERS.

Orders Were Not Obeyed.

The Shamokin express is made up at
Poitsville and left that city at 7 o'clock.
The train arrived at Phenixville on  time,
At thik place orders dated Reading were re-
ceived to run on the north-bound track from
West Conshohocken to West Falls, a dis-
tance of only & few miles, regard!m of all
other traing From West Conshohocken,
in pursuance of these orders, the ill-fated
train took the north-bonnd track. It was
composed of five care, the bazgage ear, two
passenrer cars, and the Harrisburg Pull-
man purlor ear “Crestline. "

The south-bound track was blocked with
freight cars, and to this fact is primarily
due the catastrophe. Train No. 538, of
empty coal cars, was started north from
West Manayunk on the northern track
shortly before 9 o'clock. There is a con-
flict ot opinion as to the orders given the
crew of this train. The erew contend that
they hind reeeived no arders to stop, while
the railroad officials tell what may be re-
garded as the most likely story, and that is,
that positive instructions had been given
that the coal train should lie up at West
Falls, south of where the collision oceurred,
until the Shamokin train bad passed.

The two trains came together rizht on s
curve with a terrible crash, and the shrieks
of the dying and wounded could be heard
above the crushing of timber and the noise
of escaping steam. The express was com-
fortably filled with passenzers The en-
gines [iterslly plowed their way th rongh
ench other mv{ rolled over on their sides in
one conglomerated mass of shattered ma-
chinery. The front of the baggage car was
crushed completely in, and Bagoage Master
Ephler and John S8tif, the newsboy, were
buried in the mass of broken timbers, from
:hich they were subsequently taken out

The Dead Promptly Taken Out,

The baggage car was literally smashed to
kindlingwood and thrown ove{' the north-
bound truek in a heap with the engines. It
caught fire and was soon burned up. The
next two cars kept the track, but were al-
most completely demolishied. The next ear
and the Pullman car were badly damaged,
but not to such an extent s to preveht
their being drawn away from the rest of the
train &imds atter the accidest. Exeept for
scratches and bruises, the passengers in the
last two ears all escaped unhurt.

As the engines approached each ofher,
Eugineer Billing and Conductor Gerlacher,
of the coul train, both jumped from the
cab, and what injuries they sustained were
received in falling. No oue was in the pas-
senger engine but Engincer Fitch and Fire-
man Welsh. They were given no time to
think of their own safety, and were buried
in the ruins beforé they knew what had hnp-
pened. Wheu the cnﬁision ocenrred Con-
ductor Hamilton was in the third passenger
coach—the one next to the Pullman. With
a remarkable exhibition of coolness, he
turned his uttention at onee to the dead and
wounded, and, collecting about him a staff
of helpers, he scon had the dead and
wounded out of the wreck, :

Word was immediately sent in several
directions for medical aid, and in a short
time a i of physicians was on hand
looking after the injured who could not be
immediately removed in the ambulance.
As soon as the wounded had all been at-
tended to they were removed in ambulances,
those who could go home or come to the
city going to trains and the other adjacent
hospitals. The dead were taken to the city
police station at Manayunk.
